ly divorced, preferred Mr. Edward S 
itokoa to Admiral 1'ink the younger. In 
,bo Erie tragedy history will hereafter de- 
cide, that wbile the aseaeein and his vio- 
itn were the two most conspicuous figuren 
he tctamma belli wisu which consigned 
lames Fifik to a bloody grave Wivs, as 
usual, a woman." 


Tho Daily News, 
after sketching his 


early life, says: 


'Ho had a faith worthy of Wnlpole him- 


self in tto power of bribery. 
He seema to 


avo honestly believed there was nothing 


atiy man or woman would not sell for a 
sufficient price. When he and his ool- 
.eague planned the famous gold conspira- 
cy—one of the most daring and stupend-

knew,' ho coolly said, deaoribins; hia own 
aenuation when tho tidinga came that the 
a;overnment had resolved to interfere, 
that the lime had cotno for every man to 
drag bis corpse out the best way ho could.' 
Failure neemed to Fisk almost as capital a 
piece of pleasantry as success. 


"The gold conspiracy over, Fisk schem- 


ed and ewaggerad, gambled and spent just 
Lho same as before, always seeming 
*o 


:iave unlimited resources at his command. 
Fho carriage and the white horses were 
pttll as showy as ever; tho ohiimpii/ne 
flawed ae freely; tbo diamond glittered 
not less brightly ou tbe shirt-front of tho 
amateur manager. A weekly contempo- 
rary speaking of Fisk's career at thegtimo 
oi tbo gold conspiracy, ubkad whether 
there wua anything that money could not 
enable ft man to oommtmd in New YotU. 
There was one thing that no money and 
no apparent success oonld do for Mr. Fisk 
there—neither money nor success could 
open for him tho doors of any decent 
house. It would have been aa easy to 
procure for Bill 8yke& an invitation to a 
small dinner party in I\irk Lane as to 
induce any respectable merchant, banker, 
or journalist of New Yotk to receive Mr. 
Flak under hia roof. Fiak was a eociiil 
Dtitlttw, and probably rather liked it, pre- 
ferring bis own congenial associates of 
both B'jX'9 to any mauner of cornp mi .u- 
hip whicb miKht have made him feel )o.

Bat he was so 
young a man, so full of animal activity 
and mental energy, and he lived in a 
country so ineihaueliblo in its fields of 
enterprise, that even had every one of his 
existing tohemes collapsed beneuth him, 
Fisk might have been expected to come np 
fresh and smiliu&r on tbo crest of some new 
enterprise. He narrowly escaped a gold 
conspiracy, and only death could quell his 
restleaa and unscrupulous pneeion for ex- 
citement. Half his life he gave to inon- 
oy-niuking, half to leisure, each pastime 
alike vulgar and lawless; and the very 
manner of hia end, and the low intrigues 
whioh led to it, have robbed death itself o: 
the dignity of » tragedy. It muy bo 
hoped that 
eaoh euoceeding day 
will 


tend to remove from American enterprise 
the peculiar conditions whioh allowed of 
auoh a career as that now closed by the 
bullet of an asaaauin—the career of a man 
who might have been » Oatalina in old 
Rome, but was Colonel James Fiek iu 
Now York."

until quite recently, when the shuck of

A "lion-tamer," attached to Mandera' 


menagerie met with a dreadful death. 
Tho B niton, England, 
Htenmy 
J/eios 


gives tho following account of the oconr- 
•enci. Attacked to the show was a man 
named Thomas Hacottrte, whose profes- 
sional appellation was "Masarti, the Lion- 
Tamer." Macoarte wai n young man, 
but he had been associated with travel- 
ng exhibitions of this kind from an early 
>eriod. Ho had steru experience that 
ought to have taught him caution; he had 
previously lout an arm when performing 
with a oiroui. II<3 was a vory bold and 
adventurous man, 
and had been ir<c]ueut- 


.y cautioned renpooliug his rashness. The 
unfortunate man commenced bis perform- 
ance on Wednesday evening, when he 
wan hardly in a proper condition to do BO; 
and, having exhibited the gorrilla and the 
serpents, he entored tho liua'a dan. At

HABUISBUUO, PA , Jan. 28, 1873.

After quite an animated discussion the 


Senate to-day passed Senator Backalew'a 
bill to authorize reformed voting in the 
election of directors tit common schools- 
the only Senators voting in the negative 
being Messrs. Anderson, Brooke, Evans, 
Gr.'aham and Humphries. 
Tho blH, in 


brief, provides that where two or more 
persons are to be chosen as directors in a 
district, 
for 
the same 
term, 
each 


voter may giva all his votes to one 
or more candidates aa ha shall think 
fit, and candidates highest in votes shall 
bo declared elected. Thia provision, of 
course, allows minority representation, 
and is a principle Senator Bnokalew de- 
sires to have incorporated In the election 
of all officers wherever it can be applied. 
The present bill is strongly endorsed by 
the State Superintendent of Common 
Schools in his last annual report, a? lift- 
ing "at once onr whole educational [struc- 
ture out of the mire of politics." The 
probabilities are that the bill will become 
a law, end an opportunity thus be afforded 
to try the system where it will, at least, 
be likely to produce no particularly inju- 
rious results. 


TEN THOD8AND DOLLARS A. YEAR. 
Among the peculiar "snakea" that wig- 


gle through the Legislature in the hasty 
legislation of ^its closing days, ia a bill 
paused and approved during the session of 
1870, which tak«s from the State, and 
gives to the Milford and MUamoras Biil- 
road Company tho ten thousand dollar 
bonus, paid into the treasury annually by 
the New York aud Erie Riilroad for the 
privilege of passing through the northern 
portion of the St«te. 
For two years the 


Governor has called attention to this not 
iu hia annual message, aud states that he 
caused 
the 
Attorney-General 
to 


give notice 
to

and 
Erie 
Railroad 
Company 


that 
tho 
State.

to that corporation for the payment of 
the aunual bonus, as heretofore, notwith-

We nlso earnestly recom- 
mend the immediate repeal of this obnox- 
ious law, or at least that part of it which 
relates to tho bonu*. 
Tbg recommenda- 


tion has uot, however received very ear- 
nest attention,for thelaw still ntands on the 
statute booka, and tho last unnutil report 
of the Auditor General shows ti 11 thou- 
sand dollars paid to the Milford and Mat- 
arnoras Railroad Company in pursuance oi 
its provisions.

TKMPSHiNCE LEGISLATION. 


Mr. Moore, of Lawrence, has introduced 


nto tho House B bill providing against 
ho evilu resulting from the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors. It is mads) unlawful to 
sell without a license, and provides that 
.hose who have a license ahsll he required 
to givo a bond to the municipality or au- 
thority authorized to groat liconsei>,which 
>oud shall be in the name of the Common* 
weultK in the penal sum of three thou- 
sand dollar?, with at least two good nni 
sufficient 
sureties, 
conditioned 
that 


hey will pay 
all 
damages 
to any 


person or persona which may he iodieted 
upon them, either in person or property, 
or by means of support, be reason of to ob- 
;aiuing a licence-, or selling or giving away 
.iitoxicatiuff liquors. Such bond may be 
sued and recovered upon for tho uae oi any 
peri on or persons, or their legal represen- 
tatives, who may be injured by reason of 
;ho sale of intoxicating liquors by the per- 
son or his agent so obtaining a license. It 
is also made unlawful to sell to minor?, to 
persons intoxicated, or to habitual drunk- 
ards. Places where liquors are sold in 
violation of this law are subject to indict- 
ment as common xiuisinoes. Persona who 
soil liquors with or without a license shall 
>e compelled to pay a reasonable amount 
for taking charge of a person intoxicated 
by liquors sold by them. It is further 
provided that every huaband, -wife, child, 
parent, guardian, employer, or other per- 
aon who shall be iiupared in person, or 
property, or means of support, by any in- 
;oxicated person, or in consequence of the 
ntoxioation of any person, shall have a 
right of action against the person selling 
'or all damages sustained, and for ex- 
empting damages. A married woman shall 
jare the same right to bring nuit and con- 
trol the name as feme sole. The Commit- 
:ee on Vice and Immorality, to whom the 
bill was referred, have reported upon 
t favorably, and a strong pressure will be 
brought to paaa it.

Dr. Maohattie alio explained the fire

The lecture waa 
illustrated by several interesting praotio&l 
experiments, whioh served to make the 
process of manufacture clearer than oould 
be done in words. 
During the very clear and Interesting 


description of the refining process, Mr. 
Ixaao Waterman, of the Atlantic Oil 
Works, made illustrative experiment! at 
each stage of Dr. MacheUi«'i) remarks, thus 
•bowing to the audience, by the nse of 
miniature apparatus, the whole work of 
refining. A very fine sample of oil was 
manufactured on the spot. At the close 
of the lecture au unanimous Tote of thanka 
waa tendered to Dr. Maohettie for hia in- 
structive discourse; al«o to Mr. Water- 
man for bin able nsii»Unce. ••-» The meeting 
terminated by the Rav.
